The workers took 
the pistol off the hand of Foo Hai Sung, and gave same to the 
Shanghai Kuo-ming-tang Headquarters, who in turn gave it to the 
Shanghai & Woosung Garrsion Yommander Headquarters. A Sheal was 
found on the scene by the Police. On being questioned, the 
manager of the said mill said that he did not obtain a license 
for the pistol. 4s the accused is the manager of the said mill, 
he is charged with the Offence. The summons for the accused was 
received and signed by his lawyer. The accused does not appear 
in court today.
